Premier Hints U. S. 
Should Cut Bill.

PARIS, Jan. 28.—Premier Herriot’s 
announced statement on France’s posi- 
tion regarding her debts to the United 
States was not forthcoming today. The 
premier instead contented himself with 
the assertion that France has no inten- 
tion of repudiation and devoted the 
principal part of his address in the 
chamber of deputies to an exposure of 
Germany’s failure to disarm and to a 
declaration that France, while desiring 
peace, intends to insure her security. 
He made it clear, however, that no 
coercive measures were contemplated. 

It is believed that the premier’s de- 
cision to abridge his discussion of the 
interallied debts was due in some meas- 
ure to the lengthy talk of Louis Du- 
bois, former president of the repara- 
tions commission, on the question at 
this morning’s session. M. Dubois 
declared France is facing a debt to 
Great Britain and the United States of 
almost twice as much as she can hope 
to receive from-Germany under the 
Dawes plan. : 

Herriot’s Statement on Debts. 

“I shall speak very briefly on the 
question of interallied debts, for you 
have noticed the great susceptibility of 
our friends and allies regarding this 
subject, and you know how even the 
most sublime words.and the best sen- 
timents risk at times being interpreted 
in a regrettable way,’ M. Herriot said. 

“What I can do is solemnly to repeat 
once more what M. Viviani has said, 
what M. Poincare has said—-France 
does not intend to repudiate her debts. 
It is not the government over which I 
preside, attached as it is to respect for 
treaties and conventions, that will dis- 
avow the principle of debts which 
France has contracted. 

“If it has been possible to cite words 
of an American senator which were 
unfavorable to France, it must not be 
forgotten that there are many in 
America who remember the commop 
ordeal and intend to treat the problem 
not as one of an exclusively commer- 
cial or financial order, but almost as 
one of moral order. _France can only 
say how deeply she feels such words 
coming from far away and how they 
touch her at the moment she is search- 
ing her resources for her unfortunate 
devastated regions. 

Praises Winston Churchill. 

“It is only justice to state that M. 
Clementel and I have met witha spirit 
of sincere cordiality beyond reproach 
in Winston Churchill, chancellor of 
the exchequer of Great Britain. His 
letter to M. Clementel recalled what 
he termed the terrible agony of the 
war, suffered in common, and he said 
we ought to approach the solution of 
the problem in common. 

“ Even from a commercial viewpoint, 
our friends cannot refuse to realize 
the terrible difficulties that France 
faces if she is forced to attempt to 
transport to England and America 
products to the value of the debts. 

“The problem is not only moral but 
is economic and fiscal. Regardless of 
what happens no one can question our 
good faith. France is always loyal and 
will remain loyal on this question like 
on all others.” 

Demands Security for France, 

Premier Herriot detailed the revela- 
tions of German war preparations, the 
activities of the general staff and the 
monarchist military moves. He said 
that while laboring to bring about a 
dawn of the United States of Europe 
he insisted that the security of the na- 
tion comes first and by this solemn 
deciaration he won a solid demonstra- 
tion of applause from the entire cham-

All Lived Together. 


In the old home in Mohawk street 
Gloria lived with her father, mother, 
her maternal grandmother, Mrs. 
Claire Klanowski, and her aunt, her 
mother’s sister, also Claire Klanow- 
ski. Glorta’s father, when he worked 

‘at that time was a clerk in the post- 
office: but he was known as a victim 
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of wanderlust, one who sometimes 
disappeared on long journeys. 

Gloria’s mother finally divorced her 
father. Swanson in the end went 
into the army.

While it is possible for any 
one of these states to change its vote 
from the negative to the affirmative, it 
is almost certain that several states 
that have not yet acted will vote in 
the negative.” 

Three States Approve. 

The amendment has been accepted | 
by three states, Arkansas, California, | 
and Arizona, and by the lower house in 
New Mexico. The Arizona .and New 
Mexico votes were taken today. A 
resolution to rescind the favorable ac- 
tion of the last Arkansas legislature 
was introduced today in the senate at 
Little Rock. 

States which have rejected it defi- 
nitely are Georgia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Kansas, Oklahoma, 
Texas, and Delaware. 


Washington Against It. 

One house in the legislatures of Ohio, 
North Dakota, Louisiana, and South 
Dakota have voted against it. The 
Washington house today defeated a 
senate bill providing for a referendum 
amounting to defeat for the amend- 
ment. 

The amendment. has been defeated 
by referendum in Massachusetts and 
a bill is pending for a referendum in 
Michigan. Wyoming has postponed 
indefinitely, an equivalent of 
defeat.

For a number of years Mrs. Fiske, the actress, 
has been making speeches to fur wearing ladies 
asking them to protect the fur bearing animals 
from the agonies of trapping by refusing to wear 
their pelts. We do not know whether she started 
it or not, but now there are many people, both 
men and women, making the same appeal to the 
fur wearing ladies, and there Is considerable dis- 
quiet in the land. 

Whatever the qualms may be, the majority of 
the women seem to commiserate with the animals 
and to enjoy their furs. They might prefer that 
the furs had some such origin as rubber coats, but 
probably most of them do not trace them further 
back than the shop of the furrier. 

We do not know any better use to which a fur 
bearing animal could be put than to furnish furs 
for the American girl. The animal has a suitable 
fur beeause the,winter is cold Man began taking 
the animal’s hide because he was cold, Leaves 
may have been enough outside of Eden, but people 
who survived the ice age needed something 
thicker, and they toqk it where they found it. If

‘It ts 
inflicting wounds or licking them, killing or drag- 
ging itself away to die. 

Tt suffers tn the trap, and the trap runner may 
be a long time in getting to ft to kill ft. It can 
suffer from starvation, from injures, and from the 
pangs of matural death, the latter probably the 
greatest suffering the wild animal endures and the 
longest drawn out "7 

Of the varieties of death to which ft is exposed 
in tts few years of life, the only one which has 
any value is the death at the hands of the trapper. 
Emotional people never. consider any death except 
the one of which use is made, ae 

Most of the people who deal with animals are 
as humane as they can be. The scheme of use 
‘does not include a scheme of torture and cruelty. 
“The production of meat at the stockyards is con- 

ducted as humanely as it is possible to handle it. 
The average person would not care to stick his 
pig and dress his rib roast, but he'd do it if he 
were hungry enough. The average person would 
not want to run traps and get his own fur coat, 
but he would do it he were cold enough. 

The Géalers in pelts are willing to be as gentle 
as they can and still get the pelts. When they 


find an economic way more humane than the trap |, 


they will be glad to use it. Meanwhile if the trap 
is the way to get furs it is the way to use. Other-

S I have knocked about meeting 
medical men from different parts 
of the world I have beén im- 
pressed with the fact that Euro- 
pean medical men do not have a high 
regard for the skill and knowledge of 
American physicians. No important Eu- 
ropean country recognizes an American 
diploma or allows an American physician 
to practice for profit on their people. 
The medical men of those countries do 
not often quote American authorities or 
speak favorably of the attainments of 
American physicians.

There are few scruples in his moral makeup 
to protect a public official,® When the prosecutors 
are given threats there is a new but logical devel- | 
opment. 3 

Frequently the newspapers report that orders 
have gone to the police to shoot to kill That is 
generally when the mayor or the chief gets mad 
after some new outrage. Presumably in shooting 
at a gunman, if at all, it is safest not to shoot to 
exasperate or wound slightly. But little shooting | 
is done, except by gunmen. They are picked up | 
often enough and taken to detective headquarters | 
and into court, but they are back on the streets | 
again. r 

The Mexicans have a ‘process covered by the 
“law of escape.” The prisoner was trying to get 
away. When it is applied the captive is given an 
epportunity ‘to escape. If he refuses to accept it 
he is ordered or forced to walk away. The law 
holds that he was guilty of trying to escape from 
his captors and responsible by that act for his 
untimely end. 


WE NEED A STATE POLICE. 


Troops are in Herrin again. They have been 
shuttling back and forth between Herrin and more 
orderly parts of the state for several years. When 
the fight is over the troopg arrive. But when trou- 
ble is on the make they aré usually demobilized. 

This is not the fault of the troops. State militia- 
men are not fitted for fast work in repressing riots 
before they begin. They are simple young men 
grabbed out of civilian jobs for these emergencies. 
Neither their own training nor the National Guard 
organization is suited to the problem. They can 
check trouble after it has started. They are honest 
and well meaning. But they cannot prevent trou- 
ble before it happens. That takes skilled attention 
and continuous study of the situation. 

Herrin and highway robbers, high jacking and 
attacks on lonely homes in the rural district show 
recurrently the need for a state police. With the 
spread of the area of crime, the area of crime pro- 
tection must be extended, too. A motorized state 
police would give a flexibility to law enforcement | 
that the militia can~never 2. 


SELLING CARS THROUGH 
. BOTTLE NECKS. 


Members of the auto trade congregated at the 
Coliseum this week probably did not get there in 
their own cars. They are business men concerned 
more in selling cars and accessories than tn wait- 
ing at the crossings for a whistle to say “Go.” 
They know that Chicago is a city of bottle necks 
and that bottle necks and selling autos don’t work 
together well. South Michigan, Lake Shore drive, 
Jackson and Washington are inner bottle necks 
that slow down traffic. The thirteen gates to 
Chicago, beginning with Sheridan and ending with 
No, 42, are the outer bottle necks.

The fair regard in which our public 
health.profession is held does not go back 
more than twenty years. It was work 
done in Cuba and Panama that put us 
on the map. Work that is still being 
done in Panama is holding us there. AS 
late as 1906, a few years after we began 
digging, malaria threatened. The total 
number of deaths from malaria in thé 
last fourteen years combined is much 
Jess ‘than one-fifth what it was in -1906 
alone. 

For the last ten years there have been 
so few deaths from malaria that the dis- 
eéase is little more than a memory. The 
sickness disabibity rate fromm malaria has 
mot been great enough to disturb the 
labor situation. It is fair to say that 
malaria has been sOmewhat on the in- 


| crease for several vears, At one time 


56,000 men were employed in the canal. 
A few 


| thousand of the ex-employés have been 


located on farms within the zone. The 
cattle belonging to some of these farm- 
ers cut up the pasture land and malarial 
mosquitoes breed in the tracks. 

In fact, it has been found that cow 
tracks in a marshy pasture is just ex- 
actly the best breeding place for malaria] 
mosquitoes, These infect the farmers, 


,ecream, or milk, sauce, meat, etc., to re- 


march into the interior and camp near | 


malarial places at times. They bring 
some malaria back. 
~~~ 


In spite of these added difficulties, the 
malaria rate is being held within bounds. 
Some of the methods employed are: 

Every employé who develops malaria 
is compelled to take ten grains of qul- 
nine daily for eight weeks. This is a 
required measure for the families of em- 
ployés. All others are urged to take 
the complete malaria cure as a part of 
their duties as good citizens. 

AS a rule, top minnows are the most 
effective indicators of wiggle tails, Oil 
is used in some places; larvacide in oth- 
ers. The larvacide now used is an 
arsenic solution. Malaria mosquitoes 
have been two miles away from their 
breeding places. 

Close study of the habits of mosqui- 
toes has enabled the authorities to save 
a great deal of money in their methods 
for the control of malaria mosquitoes. 
Garbage afd street sweepings are used 
te fill in mosquito breeding swamps. The 
methods of fly control used on these 
garbage dumps has been described in 
this column. Rats are killed in suitable 
piaces by cyanogen chloride. But the 
preferred rat control measure is “ build- 
ing him out.”

Careless About Buttons. 

NEW YORK.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]—Do you like the appearance of 
this young man’s suit? Neither do we. 
The suit is all right. It’s a neat look- 
ing, double breasted, quite of the cor- 
rect vogue, with broad shoulders and 
narrow hips. But the whole trouble 
lies in the fact that he hasn’t got it 
correctly buttoned. 

Any ceat looks best when it is but- 
toned at least in one place. But a dou- 
bie breasted must be buttoned at least 
at the two lower buttons. The suit in 
the drawing is buttoned at the lowest 
button only. If the suit is a three but- 
ton suit the last two buttons should be 
kept buttoned. This prevents the 
sloppy effect illustrated. 

It’s especially recommended that 
when you buy a new suit, whether it 
be single or double breasted, you keep 
it buttoned snugly for a few days. This 
will keep the suit in better shape than 
if it were allowed to move about on the 
figure.
